1. Claims 1-5, 9-10, 12-24, 28-29, 31-43, 47-48, and 50-57 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present application provides a new method for setting a value of a 

performance controlling parameter of a data processing apparatus. 

Particularly, the new apparatus and method comprises the following features, which 
the prior art taken either single or in combination does not teach: 

• a complexity measure indicative of an amount of data processing required to 
perform at least one further processing stage of said processing operation upon 
said at least one data block (see independent claims 1 , 20, and 39); 

• a complexity measure is derived from one or more features of an image 
rendering display list (see independent claims 1, 20, and 39); 

• an image rendering display list is a display list generated by a deferred rendering 
graphics processor (see independent claims 1, 20, and 39).
